WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Nixon's top advisers have 
drafted a package of proposals, 
Including the hiring of perhaps 
another 1,000 policemen, for a 
crackdown on criminals in the 
capital, where many residents 
fear to walk the streets after 
dark. 


The package also will recom- 


mend the appointment of more 
judges and other court person* 
nel, said aides to the President. 


And, 
it may include a poten- 


tially controversial plan to allow 
judges to hold in "preventive 
detention" 
persons who they 


think might commit crimes if 
released on bail. 


Nixon 
ordered 
Atty. Gen. 


John Mitchell this week to map 
an 
urgent 
program 
against 


crime in the capital. He acted 
against a backdrop of statistics 
such as these: 


— Major crimes in Washington 


during the past year rose nearly 
28 per cent-209 homicides, 271 
rape cases and more than 4,600 
robberies, all record highs. 


— The most startling Increase 


has been in robberies. Last 
month alone police recorded 629 
robberies, more than double the 
number in December 1967 and 
more than five times the num- 
ber in December 1965. 


— Banks have been hit espe- 


cially hard. There were 102 rob- 
beries of city financial Institu- 
tions in 1968, compared with 29 
in 1967. Already this year there 
have been 16 bank holdups. 


"The situation today seems to 


us to be almost out of control," 
city bankers said Thursday in a 
full-page newspaper advertise- 
ment headed "an open letter to 
President Nixon." 


"Washington, in the eyes of 


every American, as well as citi- 
zens of other nations, represents 
in microcosm," the bankers 
said. "The Federal City must 
. . . be a mode] of stability, 
rather than an example of crim- 
inal anarchy." 


Special details of FBI agents 


have been cruising Washing- 
ton's streets in an effort to curb 
the bank robberies. Two FBI 
men 
assigned 
to the patrols 


were shot and killed this month 
when they tried to arrest a rob- 
bery suspect. 


Many 
city 
merchants 
are 


arming themselves, and shoot- 
outs between bandits and store 
owners have become common- 
place. "I'll bet 90 per cent of the 
stores around here have guns in 
them," 
said one Washington 


businessman. Said another: "If 
a 
few of these crooks get 


plugged, 
you'll 
discourage 


them." In one month, two ban- 
dits were killed ans six others 
were wounded by their intended 
victims. 


Besides banks 
and stores, 


hundreds of individual residents 
have become crime victims. 


A White House secretary was 


robbed one night last week as 
she walked on the sidewalk just 
outside 
the 
White 
House 


grounds. 


An 81-year-old "mother of the 


year" was pushed down a flight 
of stairs after youths snatched 
her purse. 


The vice principal of Cardozo 


High School, Herman L. Clif- 
ford, was shot to death by one of 
three youths who had robbed 
the school bank of $350. 


The robbery near the White 


House brought the crime prob- 
lem "very close to home," Nix- 
on said In disclosing he had or- 
dered aides to draft the crash 
program. 


Crime, he added, "is a major 


problem in the District of Co- 
lumbia, as 1 found out when I 
suggested to the Secret Service 
I'd like to take a walk, 


The District's Negro mayor

Two Sessions 
Peace Talks 
Deadlocked

PARIS (AP) - The Vietnam 


peace talks, deadlocked again 
after only two session, are set* 
tling into a familiar pattern of 
weekly propaganda battles, But 
spokesmen for both sides hint 
that they expect progress even* 
tually in private contacts. 


Such contacts still seem a 


long way off, 


On the first anniversary of the 


Viet Cong's Big Tet offensive, 
the four delegations met Thufs* 
day for more than seven hours, 
It was the longest session since 
preliminary peace talks opened 
last May. 


The consensus of all four dele- 


gations was that no progress 
was made, The two sides traded 
abuse and accusations, reject- 
Ing or ignoring the other's ap- 
proach to the basic Issue of how 
to approach peace, Their only 
decision was to meet again next 
Thursday, the day apparently 
chosen for weekly sessions. 


The 
second 
meeting 
was 


"fruitless but not useless," one 
U.S. official said. "Every conf- 
rontation like this helps to clari- 
fy our respective positions for 
the long, arduous and largely 
secret bargaining still ahead." 


The meeting crystallized the 


sharp differences 
which 
ap- 


peared at the first session on 
Jan. 25. 


Henry Cabot Lodge of the 


United 
States, 
supported by 


South Vietnam's Pham Dang 
Lam, 
again proposed that the 


conference discuss reviving the 
demilitarized 
zone 
between 


North and South Vietnam as a 
"first step toward re-establish- 
ing peace." 


Lodge and Lam also offered 


to negotiate a "mutual with- 
drawal" of foreign forces from 
South Vietnam. But they ig- 
nored the other side's demand 
that the conference first seek a 
political settlement for South 
Vietnam. 


North Vietnam's Xuan Thuy 


and Tran Buu Kiem of the Na- 
tional Liberation Front again 
rejected any discussion of mili- 
tary measures without prior 
consideration of political mat- 
ters. Thuy demanded accept- 
ance of Hanoi's four-point peace, 
plan. 


Both sides appeared to be 


stressing extreme bargaining 
positions with no hope of conces- 
sions yet. 


The delegates took a 25-mtn-

through the session, but there 
was no contact of any kind be- 
tween the two sides during this 
period. In the six months of pre- 
liminary talks between the Unit- 
ed States and North Vietnam, 
the Americans and the Viet- 
namese socialized during these 
breaks and this laid the ground- 
work for the private sessions in 
which they arranged the halt in 
the U.S. bombing of North Viet- 
nam and the addition off the 
NLF and the Saigon govern- 
ment to the Paris talks.

The head of the Health, Edu- 


cation and Welfare Department 
laid down these guidelines In an- 
nouncing 
that 
five 
Southern 


school districts were being giv- 
en an additional 60 days to com- 
ply with federal school desegre- 
gation law, 


As a result of action taken by 


the Johnson administration wel- 
fare secretary, Wilbur Cohen, 
federal 
funds were 
withheld 


Wednesday from the schools In 
Mississippi and North and South 
Carolina because they failed to 
meet a deadline for desegrega- 
tion plans. 


Finch said formulation of his 


own policy came too late to halt 
the action but he hopes the 
funds can be restored. 


He said he also dispatching 


federal teams to help the school 
districts work out the plans. 


He said the withheld funds 


would be restored if the districts 
meet the new deadline. 


Although against using feder- 


al funds as a bludgeon, Finch 
did not rule out entirely such an 
action which is permitted under 
the Civil Rights Act of 1964.

Oil Threat to 
Beaches and 
Wildlife 
SANTA 
BARBARA, 
Calif, 


(AP) - Beaches, wildlife and 
fish were threatened today as 
oil bubbled forth from a leaking 
ocean-floor well at a rate of 
21,000 gallons a day. 


The black slick covered 200 


square miles of Pacific Ocean, 
as pilots prepared chemical air 
drops to disperse the oil and un- 
derwater crews worked to seal 
the leak, 


A team of experts was dis- 


patched from Washington, D.C., 
by Secretary of Interior Walter 
J. Hickel, and Gov. Ronald Rea- 
gan told of the threat of "major 
pollution to our coast." 


"It Is imperative that every- 


thing be done that can be done," 
said Hickel. He Is considering 
tighter regulations on offshore 
drilling, he said, as a result. 


The 
undersea 
well being 


drilled five and a half miles off- 
shore by Union Oil Co. of Cali- 
fornia blew out Tuesday. 


With toe migration of gray 


whales' at'lfe height, State Fish 
and Game officials expressed 
fear for safety of the mammals 
which must come to the surface 
to breathe. Their route was 
through the oil slick. 


Many birds were struggling 


on the beaches, their feathers 
sticky with oil. State marine 
biologists said chemicals used 
to disperse the slick may harm 
bottom-dwelling fish and plank- 
ton. 


The Coast 
Guard warned 


ships to stay at least five miles 
from the drilling platform from 
which oil workers sought to seal 
{.he leak. The well was drilled 
3,000 feet below the ocean floor. 


Senate Cuts 
Off Jones' 
Delay focffn

LITTLE ROCK (AP) • the 


Arkansas Senate cut off the de- 
laying tactics of Sen, Guy H. 
"Mutt" Jones of Cohway fiiurs* 
day and passed a bill 26-8 to 
authorise the merger of the 
University of Arkansas and Lit* 
tie Rock University. 


The bill now goes to the 


House, where passage apparent- 
ly is assured. The House ap» 
proved an identical bill Tues- 
day 90*5. That bill was read for 
the second time in the Senate 
Thursday and could come to a 
vote today. 


Jones 
had eight 
crippling 


amendments to the Senate bill 
Thursday, four of them came 
to a vote and all were defeated. 


The senator met his Water- 


loo when an opponent of the 
bill, ironically, moved the pre- 
vious question — a motion to 
limit debate to 15 minutes on a 
side. The motion automatically 
would 
preclude 
Jones 
from 


bringing up further 
amend- 


ments — and he had four pre- 
pared — if it carried. 


It did, and Jones, during the 


subsequent 
debate, 
said, "I 


think I can recognize a Jugger- 
naut when I see one." The fol- 
lowing vote was a surprise to 
the bill's supporters, who fig- 
ured all along that they had 
enough votes for passage, but 
not the number they obtained. 


Sen. 
Ben 
Allen of Little 


Rock, one of the five PulasH 
County senators sponsoring the 
bill, said he was confident Gov. 
Winthrop 
Rockefeller 
would 


sign the bill If it was passed 
by both houses. 


The Arkansas House, mean- 


while, passed bills to establish 
vocational-technical schools in 
Garland, faard and Desh Coun- 
ties. The measure passed after 
lengthy debate In which one 
member 
saidc every county 


might attempt to do the same 
thing. 


Jones objected to the votes 


of the Pulaski County senators 
on grounds that they weren't 
elected according to the U. S. 
Supreme Court's one-man, one- 
vote ruling. Jones contends that 
each of the five senators should 
represent one district, none all 
represent the same district. 


Jones stymied a vote on the 


bill ,j Wednesday; when . a, ,cQl-. 
league, Sen. Melvin Chambers 
of Magnolia, gave notice of re- 
consideration to the second of 
two Jones 
amendments that 


failed. 
Thursday, 
Chambers 


brought up the amendment on 
reconsideration, 
and It failed. 


That opened the door for 


further 
consideration 
of the 


bill. To call up the bill for final 
passage, the proponents had a 
choice of waiting out Jones re- 
maining amendments or obtain 
adoption of the motion to limit 
debate. 


On the fourth Jones amend- 


ment of the day, the senator 
filibustered about 30 minutes 


sat Setu Clifton Wade of 
ettevitte, who voted against the 
bill, miked on the amendment 
another 30 minutes. 


The amendment would re« 


qiilre that the mefgif would 
not take effeet until the reedffl* 
mentations of the Commission 
on Coafdinatiofi of Signet Edw* 
cational Finance hid beefl im- 
plemented, the 
reeofftfflefidi* 


tions included establishing a 
junior college in tittle Rock and 
making the proposed UA-LR a 
school for junior, senior and 
graduate level students, 


Wade said he wasn't against 


the idea of a merger, but he 
said the legislature had au- 
thorized the study that led to 
the CHEF 
recommendations 


and not one of the recommen- 
dations were Included in the bill 
or the UA«LRU merger agree- 
ment. 


Jones called the proposed 


merger "a financial Impossibi- 
lity unless we tax the people 
beyond 
their 
endurance 
to 


pay." 


"I hope Providence will take 


care of our institutions of high- 
er learning, because the state 
of Arkansas doesn't have the 
resources to do it," he said. 


Jones said that "deals" had 


been made to generate support 
for the bill. 


"There's been more trading 


done on this bill than Is or- 
dinarily done In a swap shop 
during a year's business," 
Jones said. 


Allen, asked about Jones' 


charge, said Jones had made 
many charges and that the Pu- 
1 a s k i

wouldn't dignify them by a re- 
ply. 


Sen. Max Howell of Little 


Rock, floor manager of the bill, 
told the measure's supporters, 
"I certainly do not impugn your 
motlvies," adding that, "We in 
Central Arkansas fully appre- 
ciate the throught and consid- 
eration you are giving to our 
young people and to your young 
people,"

Indicted in 
Bankrupt Case 


FORT SMITH, Ark. (AP) - 


Former Atty. Gen. Bruce Ben- 
nett of El Dorado and three 
officials of the bankrupt Arkan- 
sas Loan &. Thrift Corp., were 
charged 
Thursday under anti- 


fraud provisions of the federal 
securities laws in a 28-count 
indictment returned by a fed- 
eral Grand Jury Thursday. 


The indictment by a jury at 


Fort Smith named Bennett, 51; 
Earnest A. Bartlett Jr., 29, of 
Fort Smith; Afton A. Borum, 
53, Booneville, Ark.; and Hoyt 
Borum, 50, also of Booneville. 
The indictment charges the 
four with mail fraud and wire 
fraud as well as with violations 
of the registration 
and anti- 


fraud provisions of Federal Se- 
curities Laws. 


All four said later Thursday 


t h e y 
were 
innocent. 
Each 


posted $1,000 bond. 


The indictment said that all 


four men caused common stock 
and bond certificates of AL&T 
to be sold to the public by 
making misleading statements 
concerning the safety of invest- 
ment in AL&T and the earnings 
and financial 
condition of the 


corporation. 


The indictment also said that 


they 
used 
Savings Guaranty 


Corp., 
a wholly owned sub- 


sidiary of AL&T, reportedly to 
to insure certificates of invest- 
ment issued by AL&T although 
SGC had assets inadequate to 
guarantee the bond certificates. 


AL&T was declared bankrupt 


last Sept, 23 with its liabilities 
reportedly exceeding its assets 
by about $3 million. SGC and 
another subsidiary, U n i t e d 
Loan — Investment Co., also 
were declared bankrupt at that 
time. 


Bennett, 
reached 
by tele- 


phone at El Dorado, said the 
charge is "foolish and a lie out 
of whole cloth. I'm the victim 
of a combination of lies, dis- 
tortions 
and halHruths. It's 


embarrassing but I know my 
loyal friends will understand." 


The indictment culminated a 


probe by the Justice Depart' 
ment, the Securities and Ex* 
change Commission, the Post 
Qffjce Department and the In- 
telligence division of the Inter* 
rial Revenue Service, according 
to a Justice Department state- 
ment, which was issued over 
the name of John M. Mitchell, 
the new U.S. attorney general 
selected by President Nixon.

The jury presented its report

John E. Miller at Fort Smith 
Thursday morning.

Demo Chairman 
Wants Advice 
From 4,000

WASHINGTON (AP) - In the 


17 days since he was named 
Democratic National chairman, 
Oklahoma Sen. Fred 
Harris 


says he has written 4,000 party 
leaders asking advice, set up 
more than half a dozen task 
forces and laid broad plans for 
party action In many fields. 


And the 38-year-old Harris, 


opposed for the top party post 
by some who felt a fulltime 
chairman was needed, indicated 
in an Interview he was just get- 
ting started. 


"I've got to dissipate all this 


energy some way and I might 
as well do it in a useful way," 
Harris said. 


"Last year I wrote a book, I 


was on the Kerner Commission 
I was cochairman of Hubert 
H u m p h r e y ' s preconvention 
campaign and I think if you 
would ask (Democratic Leader) 
Mike Mansfield he would tell 
you I was one of the more ac- 
tive senators, "he said. 


"This year, I won't write a 


book, I won't be on the Kerner 
Commission, and I won't be 
Humphrey's campaign manag- 
er, so I'll do this instead. Be- 
sides," he concluded, "I feel 
deeply about all of these is- 
sues." 


At the moment, Harris said, 


he is sifting names for a Demo- 
cratic Policy Committee and 
two reform groups he expects to 
appoint soon. 


Already established are seven 


or 
eight 
unannounced 
task 


forces working on such subjects 
as wiping out the party's $10 
million-or-so debt, party organi- 
zation and the 1970 congression- 
al elections. 


"I expect within two weeks to 


appoint the commission on par- 
ty structure and delegate selec- 
tion" 
which 
will 
propose 


changes in delegate 
selection 


for the 1972 Democratic Nation- 
al Convention, he said. 


Coincidentally, about the time 


Harris said this, he was urged 
to act promptly by Sen, Harold 
E. Hughes, D-Iowa, who headed 
an unofficial group last summer 
which 
recommended 
such a 


commission, 


"I am concerned that they're 


moving too slowly," Hughes told 
reporters at a get-acquainted 
session in his office. 


He warned that the upcoming 


close of legislative sessions in 16 
states might cripple the reform 
effort, which in many instances 
will require changes in state 
laws. 


One innovation he is planning 


is a Social Action Commission, 
"to find a way that the existing 
structure can stimulate and 
give assistance to Individual pri-

1 was a farm 
boy until 1919, and as 1 remem- 
ber, no one out there (Johnstown 
section of Pennsylvania) would 
buy baled hay If they could get 
loose hay. They said there was 
too much mouldy hay In the bales.

Homer and your editor played 
ball In the same farm labor 
league. And of course I knew 
as a boy about the argument 
over baled versus loose hay. 
I didn't have the space to ex- 
plain this on Wednesday as my 
column was already runnlnglong. 


Hay-baling 
was 
mentioned 


merely as an illustration of my 
father's aversion to labor-saving 
equipment. I could haveusedoth- 
er examples on which Mr. Horn- 
er would have agreed with me 
quickly enough. For Instance, 
northeastern Pennsylvania fre- 
quently had summers in which 
there "was some r'ain"*Hn1o^r 
every day— bad news on a hay 
farm. The hay Is cut, then left 
out to dry before being raked 
into windrows and loaded for 
the trip to the barn. Rain com- 
plicated matters. The hay had to 
be tossed In the field after a rain. 
Other farmers, wheri I was a boy, 
used horse-drawn mechanical 
tedders to toss the hay so it 
would dry, and mechanical load- 
ers to put It on the wagon. But 
not on the Washburn farm. 


On our place hay was tossed 


by hand-wielded pitchforks, and 
wagon-loaded the same way. I 
and one of my brothers were 
mechanically minded, but our 
father wasn't. We thought there 
had to be a better way of mak- 
ing a living— but father owned the 
place 
and his rejoinder was 


pointed: "Son," he said, "when 
you get a place of your own you 
can put on It anything you want 
to- but here we believe in pitch- 
forks." 


This was the Illustration I 


should have used Wednesday in- 
stead of mentioning baled hay, 
although much of northeast Penn- 
sylvania hay was being balled In 
my, farm days. Actually, our 
contract to supply the horses of 
the Wllkes-Barr Fire Depart- 
ment was a premium-price con- 
tract calling for loose hay of sup- 
erior quality- long, straight, un- 
woken timothy, The fire depart- 
ment at that time wouldn't have 
accepted baled hay, largely for 
the very reasons Mr, Horner 
cited In his letter. 


Nevertheless baled hay was a 


standard commodity even in the 
early 1900s, As an observant 
farm lad I calculated that mass 
production like baling hay was 
more efficient than using hand* 
held pitchforks -and personally 
I would have cancelled the fire 
department contract and gone 
to the open market with baled 
hay at a lower sales price, It 
would have made money, Father

The court went into a three- 


day recess for the weekend at a 
Navy doctor's recommendation 
to give Bucher a chance to rest. 
He testified nearly all of last 
week and has attended every 
session, open or closed. In addi- 
tion, the court of five admirals 
said it wanted to catch up with 
administrative chores. 


Harris was regarded as a key 


witness because Bucher testi- 
fied early in his story of the 
capture that he had told the 30- 
year-old lieutenant to destroy 
material 
which fell into the 


hands of the North Koreans. 


The Navy declined to tell 


about Harris' testimony, saying 
it was classified in the interest 
of 
national 
defense. 
But a 


spokesman said it concerned the 
"operation and mission" of the 
Pueblo that Harris was ques- 
tioned by counsel for the court 
and Bucher, and that Harris 
was not warned he was under 
any suspicion of breaking any 
Navy regulations. Such a warn- 
ing has been given to Bucher. 


Part of how Bucher operated 


the Pueblo was determined by a 
division of cauthority between 
himself and Harris. While Buch- 
er had complete military com- 
mand and ultimate respo'iistbili-. 
ty of the ship, he has told the 
court that the commander-in- 
chief of the Pacific Fleet "des- 
ignated that the operational and 
management control of the re- 
search spaces working areas for 
intelligence be under the com- 
mand and jurisdiction of Lt.

Americans 
Find Big 
Enemy Base

SAIGON (AP) - 
American 


air cavalrymen have uncovered 
a huge North Vietnamese base 
spread over four square mile's 
northwest of Saigon, U.S, offi« 
cers said they think it was being 
built In preparation for a win* 
ter-spring offensive. 


The base is believed to be the 


largest ever uncovered in the 
war 
and could 
accommodate 


perhaps 5,000 or more enemy 
troops, it contained hundreds of 
bunkers, a large underground 
hospital, dining halls, a bicycle 
repair shop, and a command 
post. 


Troops of the U.S. 1st Air Cav- 


alry Division came on the base 
while on a sweep along Jungle 
trails in the long-time Viet Cong 
stronghold known as War Zone 
C. The base was found some 53 
miles northwest of Saigon and 
14 miles south of the Cambodian 
border. 


Lt. Col. Frank 
Henry of 


Franklin, N.C., told AP photog- 
rapher 
Rick Merron during a 


survey of the area that his 
troops had already counted 354 
bunkers of various sizes and 
that he estimates there are 750 
to 1,000 bunkers in the whole 
area. 


"They've been doing a lot of 


work on this complex In the last 
month," Henry said. "We think 
they were preparing for the 
coming offensive down South," 
meaning attacks on U.S. and 
South Vietnamese installations 
closer to Saigon and possibly on 
the capital itself. 


Merron flew over the area in 


a helicopter and said the triple- 
canopied jungle made it invisi- 
ble from the air.

toidtthe"4alr cavalrymen that 
there was something 
in the 


area. He said he knew of a hos- 
pital but couldn't pinpoint it. 


The air 
cavalrymen were 


turning up bunkers so fast that 
engineers called in to blow them 
up were hard put to keep up.
